More Mennonites 
for Namaka 


| —-o— 


Forty Families Coming 

Mr, T. O, P. Herzer, manager of the 
Canadian Colonization Association, 
stated last Wednesday, that it had 
been arranged with the George Lane 
Company to place forty additional 
families on their farm at Namaka, and 
|that they would take possession by the 
|first of the year. 


A number of Mennonite families are 
| already settled there, and the new 
settlers will probably necessitate the 
provision of additional teaching ac- 
commodation at Namaka. 

Mr. Herzer states that from January 
1 to November 16, 550 families, or ap- 
proximately 2,750 souls had been dis- 
| tributed in Manitoba, 
and Alberta on what was approximat- 
ely 136,192 acres. The settlers includ- 
| ed British, American, Scandinavian, 
|; Mennonite, Hungarian and lutheran 
| Since last fall, he said, 819 Mennon- 
|ite families, comprising about 5,000 
| souls had been placed on 207,774 acres 
with the co-operation of the Mennon- 
lite land settlement board. Of the 
|settlers placed many of whom were 
on an assisted settlement plan worked 
out by the association, 9814 per cent. 
were proving successful. 

The Canadian Colonization Associa- 
tion, he said, was not operated for 
profit, but was maintained by the de- 
partment of colonization and develop- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
as an additional service to incoming 
settlers.
